To Joseph H. Pervier, a Constable in the Town of 
Pownal, in the County of Cumberland and 
State of Maine. 


Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town of Pownal qualified by law to vote in the town 
affairs, to assemble at the town house in said town, on 
Monday the 10th day of March, A.D. 1952, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon to act on the following articles to wit:

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Pownal: 


I take pleasure in submitting my first annual report 
as your Superintendent of Schools. 


During the past year the schools have been operated 
on the same plan as in the previous year. The schools 
at North Pownal and West Pownal have enrolled all 
elementary pupils in the respective areas. For the re- 
mainder of the town the Hodsdon School has served 
as the primary school, one of the schools at Pownal 
Center is the intermediate school, and the other the 
grammar school. At the beginning of the year there 
were overcrowded conditions in some of these schools 
but because of the fact that some families have moved 
from town, and a redistribution of others, crowded 
conditions have been lessened. 


The town is indeed fortunate in having capable teach- 
ers who are residents. In this day of teacher shortages 
it is extremely difficult to procure non-resident teachers 
for rural schools. 


This last year the outside of the West Pownal school 
was painted and necessary minor repairs made in the 
other schools. A stock room was built in the Center 
Grammar building for the purpose of storing all sup- 
plies bought and of the dispensation of same. Now 
when supplies are ordered they are delivered to this 
school and the individual teachers procure what they 
need from that source. 


Two weeks previous to the opening of school last 
September both of the buses were condemned by the 
state police. This necessitated the purchase of a second 
hand bus to replace the one which was privately owned, 


* 
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and a large expenditure on the town owned bus to meet 
state specifications. These unforeseen expenses made 
necessary the borrowing of $1,200 by means of a 
Special Town Meeting and accounts for the large ex- 
penditure for conveyance. The Chevrolet bus is proving 
to be very expensive to run because of large repair bills. 
It seems advisable to replace it before the next school 
year. 


Because of increased costs of operation, high school 
tuition rates are increasing annually. This year it is 
costing the town $201.87 for each pupil attending high 
school. The rate for next year, which will not be 
known before late summer, will undoubtedly be con- 
siderably higher. At the present time we have 37 pupils 
enrolled in high schools, only 7 of whom are seniors. 
There are at present 22 pupils in the eighth grade who 
will presumably be entering high school next fall. 
With this large entering class, coupled with the fact 
that we have but 7 seniors, it is safe to assume that 
there will probably be 50 pupils in high school next 
year. This increased obligation of the town will require 
a sharp increase in the appropriation for high school 
tuition. | 


Your school committee has carefully considered the 
proposed budget for next year and have included there- 
in the minimum funds to carry out the school program 
as it now operates. 


I wish to thank the teachers, the school committee, 
town officials, and the general public for their whole- 
hearted cooperation with me during the few months 
I have been privileged to serve as your Superintendent 
of Schools.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT | 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Pownal: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The school program as it is being carried out this year 
is very similar to that of last year. With one exception 
the same teachers are employed as the previous year. 
Mrs. Ellen Hall was engaged last fall to teach the inter- 
mediate grades at Pownal Center. I am happy to report 
that all teachers are doing very satisfactory work. 


The major repair projects of the year were the shingl- 
ing of one side and entrance at the North Pownal 
School, and the redecoration of the Hodsdon School. It 
had been planned to paint the outside of the Center 
Grammar building, but the Committee had to forego 
that project in favor of the shingling at North Pownal. 
Insufficient funds were available to do both. It is the 
plan of the Committee to paint the Center Grammar 
School, change the entrances at all schools to conform 
to state specifications, and make such other repairs as 
necessary. 


Another school bus was purchased to replace the 
Chevrolet. It now seems probable that with moderate 
repair expenses the present busses will adequately care 
for the needs for some time to come. This fact makes it 
possible to reduce the expenditure for conveyance for the 
ensuing year. 


The budget has been very carefully prepared by 
your Committee and Superintendent. The appropria- 
tions recommended do not vary greatly from those of 
last year. The major increases is in high school tuition, 
which is a fixed amount per pupil established by state

law. Last year the cost to the town was $201.87 per 
pupil, whereas the present cost to Pownal are $256.40 at 
Freeport and $283.10 at North Yarmouth Academy. The 
trustees of North Yarmouth Academy have agreed to 
revise this figure downward, retroactive to February 1, 
1953; however, the exact amount of this reduction is 
not known at this time. Since we anticipate an increase 
in high school enrollment of nine pupils, making a total 
of 46 as of next September, the appropriation required 
will increase accordingly. 


The method of apportioning state subsidy to the towns 
and cities of the state was revised by the last legislature. 
Now all subsidy is paid on a percentage basis of the 
actual costs of school maintenance. The percentage paid 
to any town is in accordance with the valuation per pupil 
enrolled in school. The lower the valuation per pupil 
the higher the percentage paid. 


Pownal has been in Class 1 receiving a subsidy of 65 
per cent of the cost of maintenance, since its valuation 
per pupil has been less than $1,500. However, since our 
school enrollment has dropped off and the state valua- 
tion has been increased, the valuation per pupil is now 
slightly in excess of $1,500, dropping the town into the 
Class 2 classification which makes it eligible for a sub- 
sidy of 55 per cent of maintenance instead of the 65 per 
cent as of last year. The net result is a decrease in state 
funds of approximately $2,000. 


I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the teachers, 
town officials, parents and friends for their cooperation 
in all matters pertaining to the operation of the schools.

School health is an essential part of the educational 
program. The contribution of the public health nurse 
is the formation and promotion of a health program, for 
school children, that will give them an understanding 
of the basic principles of heathful living and prevention 
of illness.

By this action damage was 
held to a minimum. 


We also responded to woods fires set by Pownal State 
School boys in New Gloucester and Pownal.

We have had the usual number of chimney fires.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


| take pleasure in submitting my third annual report 
as superintendent of schools for the town of Pownal. 


There has been one change over last year in teaching 
personnel. Mrs. Helen Daniels was ‘hired to teach the 


[lodsdon Primary, which was vacated by the retirement 
of Mrs. Emma, Pervier. 


When school opened in September we were faced with 
an extremely overcrowded condition at the Hodsdon 
School. To alleviate this condition a change in grade 
placement in all schools in the lower’ part of town was 
effected. Grade 5 was transferred from the Intermediate 
School to the Grammar School. Grade 2 was transferred 
from the Hodsdon School to the Intermediate School. 
These changes now result in the following grade assign- 
rents 


1, Hodsdon School: Sub-primary and Grade 1. 
2 Intermediate School: Gradés '2, 3/and 4: 


3° Grammar’ School: *Grades‘3- 6) "7218: 


These changes have increased the efficiency of teach- 
ing in the lower grades which, in my opinion, ts the vital 
point of a child’s education. If he gets the proper founda- 
tion in the fundamentals his future success in all phases 
of school life is more adequately assured. 


There was also an overcrowded condition at the North 
Pownal School in September. This condition has been 
improved somewhat by the loss of several pupils due to 
families moving away. 


Because of the increased enrollment in all schools and 
the fact that the majority of sub-primary pupils must 
now attend school all day, it seems logical to consider 
discontinuance of sub-primary classes next year. ‘These 
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classes are not required by law, therefore, that is about 
the only solution to overcrowded conditions without 
providing more rooms. 


During the past year the Center Grammar School was 
painted, both the exterior and the interior. All plaster 
area within the classroom was covered with wallboard 
previous to the painting, which is an improvement to the 
cleanliness and appearance of the room. 


Minor repairs were made in all buildings, particularly 
in the re-hanging of doors to swing outward as required 
by law. 

I wish to call your attention to the inefficient method 
of heating in the various school buildings. Three years 
ago an oil-burning heater was installed in the Grammar 
School. Even in the cold weather which we have experi- 
enced this winter that building has been comfortable. All 
other buildings are heated by wood-burning stoves. On 
any cold morning it is well into the forenoon before the 
room is warm enough for regular school activities. This 
works a great hardship on the teacher and pupils from 
the point of view of health and academic achievement. 
It is my recommendation that steps be taken to improve 
these conditions. 

The proposed school budget has been carefully studied 
by the School Committee. A substantial increase in high 
school tuition is necessitated by increased tuition rates 
in our neighboring high schools. These rates are estab- 
lished by law and the town is obligated to pay them. At 
present there are 43 pupils enrolled in high school. A 
projection of the enrollment for next year will increase 
at an average cost of about $260 per 


that number to 45 
pupil. 

The last legislature passed a law requiring a minimum 
salary of $1,900 for all certified teachers with three or 
more years teaching experience. We must increase the 
pay of our teachers to meet this requirement. 
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| wish to thank the teachers, school committee, other 
town officials, parents and friends for their wholehearted 
cooperation during the last year.
